Is Truculent and Both 
Nations Must Prepare

hower declared today Canada and 
the United State's “can and will" 
work out a defense against anv 
siirnriso atomic attack while still 
maintaining their commitments in 
other parts of the world. 
Addressing a joint session of the 
Ca na dia n Parliament. Eisenhower 
sa id the Russians hav e adonted a 
truculent tone and United Stntes- 
no w take into account Sov iet abil­ 
ity to employ atomic attack on 
No rth A m e ric a” 
In his sneech. pronnred for 
d e ­ 
liv ery as the highlight of his 
good 
neighbor v isit to Canada, the IT. S 
President declared: 
“ We sha ll achiev e the defense 
o f o ur continent without whittling 
o ur pledges to Western Europe or 
fo rgetting nur friends in the P a ­ 
cific. 
“ The bankruptcy of armament 
ra ces a nd the suicide of nuclear 
wa r,” he continued somberly, are 
the o nly alternativ es foi "an inter­ 
na tio na l will to cast out the bomb 
a nd gun a s arbiters.” 
Asserting "the threat of Com­ 
munist purpose still exists,” Eisen 
hower described 
Russia’s recent 
rejection of the Wetern Powers’ 
bid to a foreign ministers’ confer­ 
ence on Germany and Austria as 
“ truculent, not to say arrogant in 
tone.” 
"Our security plans must now 
take into account Sov iet ability to 
employ atomic attack on North 
America, as well as on countries, 
friendly to us. lying nearer to the 
U. S. S. R. 
Before Eisenhower spoke. Prim e 
Minister Louis St. Laurent of Can­ 
ada said in introducing him: 
“ We would like you to know that 
we are grateful for the leadership 
your nation is prov iding in the 
common effort of free menand 
women to make our world a safer 
a nd bettor place for future gen­ 
era tio ns.” 
Eisenhower talked also of a need 
for expansion of international trad 
a nd for joint U. S.—Canadian action 
on construction of the St. Lawrence 
Sea wa y . 
But his emnhasis on the danger 
to the security of the two coun­ 
tries and on the need for endur­ 
ing peace ov ershadowed other sub­ 
jects.

Approv al of the agenda will get 
the stalk'd preliminary talks under 
way but U. S. env oy Arthur Dean 
told newsmen: "This is just the 
key that opens the door. The real 
hard work is just commencing.” 
Meanwhile nen-Communist m em­ 
bers of the Korean Repatriation 
Commission were increasingly pes­ 
simistic ov er the furure of Red in­ 
terv iews with Chinese and Korean 
War prisoners who hav e refused to 
go home. 
Explanations hav e been cancel­ 
ed nine straight days because of 
Communist demands to interv iew 
prisoners calk'd up not interv iew­ 
ed Nov . 5. 
The agenda for the preliminary 
political talks closely parallels a 
plan proposed first by enjoy Dean 
Oct. 31 
At that time Red negotia­ 
tors called it “ sleight of hand” and 
“ absolutely unacceptable.” 
Dean said after Saturday’s meet­ 
ing that he always has been opti­ 
mistic about chances for a Korean 
peace conference “ and I am ov en 
more optimistic now.’’ 
Dean and the Communist nego­ 
tiators will meet again Monday to 
iron out working plans for subcom­ 
mittee discussions.

The Automobile Club of Missouri 
has taken exception to an article 
r»uh1ieRr>rj jn the D aibr American 
Republic on October 17 by A1 Dan­ 
iel concerning what M orehouse of­ 
ficials deny is a speed trap. 
The 
club’s 
counsel, 
Ralph 
V. 
Wilson, in a letter to this news- 
p ao e r says the Automobile Club 
“is and has been deeply disturbed 
over the constant flow of com­ 
plaints concerning traffic arrests 
m ade in Morehouse, Missouri. 
“ Not 
onlv 
have 
we 
received 
com plaints from all q u arters of the 
United States but the Highw ay P a ­ 
trol and even the Governor of Mis­ 
souri have received letters critical 
of the situation in M orehouse,” the 
letter continues. 
“ We have received more com­ 
plaints by letter, telephone and in 
person concerning Morehouse than 
all the rest of the com m unities in 
M issouri com bined.” 


The letter says arrests com plain­ 
ed c.f are for the violation of an 
electric signal which is susoended 
from overhead wires on highway 
60, within the confines of the m u­ 
nicipality. 
“ The light em itted from the lens 
during the day is so weak th a t it 
is difficult to see until one is al­ 
m ost on top of it. The signal faces 
e a s t and west and when the sun is 
rising in the east or setting in 
the west, it is alm ost impossible to 
see. 
The autom obile Club of Missouri 
Wilson continues, is in favor of 
firm , im partial traffic law enforce­ 
m e n t for 
all 
motorists. 
Anyone 
having any knowledge of the ac­ 
tivities of this organization in the 
field of traffic safety is well aw are 
of this fact, he declares. 
“ In addition tc our concern for 
traffic safety, w e are also concern­ 
ed with the rights of the m otorists,” 
Wilson says. We invite your at­ 
tention to the Am erican Automo­ 
bile Association’s 1952 edition of 
its ‘policies’ which sets for the fol­ 
lowing: 
“ The Am erican Automobile As­ 
sociation finds th at th ere has been 
a scandalous post-w ar resurgence 
of ‘soak-the-stranger’ enforcem ent 
tactics.

“ The Day Of Resurrection” 


This grand old Easter hymn is 
sung at all seasons of the year b y 
c ho r i s t e r s and congregations 
throughout the Christian world. 
Written b y John of Damascus, a 
monk who lived 12 centuries ago 
in the ancient monastery of Mara 
Sab a which stood on a towering 
cliff high ab ove the River Kedron, 
in Judea, it is one of the oldest 
hymns of Christendom. 
John of Damascus has b eervcall- 
ed the greatest poet of the Greek 
church and his b ook, “Doctrines 
Of The Orthodox Church,” is stiil 
widely read. His most famous lit­ 
erary work, however, was the pop­ 
ular Easter canon from which Dr. 
John Mason Neale b rilliant Eng­ 
lish clergyman and author, made 
the 
translation 
now 
sung 
in 
Protestant churches everywhere. 


The Greek church also uses “The 
Day Of Resurrection” in its ori­ 
ginal form in its Easter services. A 
visitor who once attended Easter 
day worship in Athens gave a 
vivid description of the Greek 
service. He wrote: 
“As midnight approached, the 
archb ishop with his priests, ac­ 
companied b y the king and queen, 
left the church 
and 
stationed 
themselves on the platform which 
was raised considerab ly from the 
ground—so that they were dis­ 
tinctly seen b y the people. “Sud­ 
denly, a single report from a can­ 
non announced that twelve o'clock 
had struck, and the Easter day 
had b egun. Then, the old arch­ 
b ishop elevated the cross and ex- 
j 
claimed in a loud, exalted tone: 
‘Christos anesti’. And instantly ev­ 
ery single individual of all that} 
host took up the cry . . with a 


shout, ‘Christ is risen! Christ is 
risen!’ 


“At the same moment, the im­ 
pressive darkness was succeeded 
b y a b laze of light from thousands 
of tapers. . Everywhere men clasp­ 
ed each other’s hands and congrat­ 
ulated one another and emb raced 
with countenances b eaming with 
delight, as though to each one 
separately some wonderful happi­ 
ness had b een proclaimed; and so 
in truth it was. 
“And all the while, rising ab ove 
the mingling of many sounds, each 
one of which was a sound of glad­ 
ness, the aged priests were dis­ 
tinctly heard chanting forth this 
glorious old hymn of victory in 
tones so loud and clear that they 
seemed to have regained their 
youth to tell the world that Christ 
is risen from the dead.”

Changes For The Better

CHANGES FOR T H E B E T T E R 
By Leonard Hall 
Missouri is b lessed with a wealth 
of natural resources which have 
contrib uted throughout the years 
to her greatness. There are the 
rolling prairies where once roam­ 
ed b ands of deer and b uffalo in 
the shoulder-high b lue-stem grass 
and where now fat cattle graze 
fields of golden grain. There are 
the alluvial lands of our great river 
valleys, once largely coverd with 
stands of b ig hardwood timb er, 
where today the b road, dark green 
leaves of hyb rid corn rustle in the 
summer wind. There is the old 
Mississippi flood plain, down in our 
“Boot Heel” counties which was 
once a land of swamps and cy­ 
press where wildfowl concentrated 
in countless numb ers and the b ob ­ 
cat, racoon and little b lack b ear 
roamed almost unmolested, b ut 
which today is one of the great 
cotton, corn and soyb ean prod- 
ducers of the nation. And there are 
rugged, forest covered hills of the 
Ozark country, with their network 
of springfed streams, flowing clear 
as crystal down every deep valley. 
One might think that the Ozarks 
was the one area of Missouri that 
had remained practically unchan­ 
ged throughout the years. To all 
appearances, forests still cover the 
rocky, rugged hillsides. Yet actual- 
there has b een a vast change in the 
character of this countryside. 
Early settlers found expanses of 
tall pine trees of great age and 
size. Some limestone valleys, wat­ 
ered b y many springs, resemb led 
high prairie lands where the b lue- 
stem grass furnished ample for­ 
age for the larger form of wild­ 
life. And much of the oak forest 
was open and park-like, with b ig 
trees widely spaced and the gras­ 
ses growing b etween them. Even 
in my time I have heara old men 
tell of the days when you start 
out from Potosi and ride a horse 
through the forest to the Arkansas 
Line without ever b othering ab out 
a road. Today in 90 per cent of 
the Ozark country, scrub oak and 
b rush would stop you cn such a 
journey b efore you’d gone a mile. 
There was little though in the 
early days that timb er supplies 
might ever b e exhausted on our 
continent—and little knowledge of 
the selective cutting which is a 
common practice with all good lum­ 
b er operators today. So for many 
years the Ozark landscape changed 
rapidly and the change was almost 
always for the worse. Scrub replace 
good timb er, livestock overgrazed 


'the skinned-off forest range, cler- 
ed fields were put to plow to make 
steep hillside farms that soon wash 
ed away down to the rocky sub soil. 
Today these things are rapidly 
changing—and this time for the 
reading “The Missouri Log,” an­ 
nual pub lication of the Forestry 
School at the University of Miss 
Its contents give a vivid picture 
of this new era in land management 
There is the story of Missouri’s 
“Tree Farm Numb er Two” down 
in Bellinger County, where owner 
A. E. James is b uilding for a fut­ 
ure timb er supply on 3300 acres of 
formerly cut-over and unproductive 
land. In another article, Exten­ 
sion Forester McCormik tells in 
considerab le detail how the forest­ 
ry program of the Extension Ser­ 
vice has develoned rapidly to help 
the small woodland owner to do a 
good job of producing, managing 
and utilizing forest crops. 
There is the story of our good 
friend Jim Horton, whose 400-acre 
farm in Ste. Genevieve county has 
300 acres on which the income is 
derived from forest crops. This 
land was homesteaded b y Jim ’s 
father b ack in 1855 and the fact 
that this man was also a good for­ 
ester is amply indicated b y one 
tract of virgin pine that has b een 
standing for 140 years. The Horton 
forest-is managed with real love 
and an understanding of its aesth­ 
etic value, yet produces a steady 
income, as well. All in all, credit 
for new forest era must b e dis- 
trub uted b etween such priveate o 
ers as JimHorton, the b ig timb er- 
operators who are managing their 
and conservatively and wisely, our 
natinal Foest Service on the Clark 
and Mark Twain Forests, the Ex­ 
tension Servie, the Forestry Div­ 
ision of the Conservation Com­ 
mission and the School of Forest­ 
ry at our university. Our Ozark for­ 
ests today are b ig b usiness—and 
a b ig asset to the state and nation.

GOOD STEWARDS 
OF GOD’ GIFTS 
By Clint H. Denman 
In discussing the question of 
stewardship, our thoughts at once 
center on the relationship of stew­ 
ardship to money, to property, to 
material possessions. 
■ 
Hence, we are justified in ask­ 
ing, “What is God’s will concern­ 
ing man’s attitude toward posses­ 
sions or material wealth?” 
The human race has from the 
very b eginning recognized the fact 
that all material wealth comes as 
a gift from a Supreme Being—that 
mankind holds property only b y 
permission of some Higher Power. 
| 
Every human b eing the world 
over recognizes that fact, and you 
! are safe in b elieving it even though 
something that looks like a human 
should stand up and deny it. 
The ancient heathen races b e­ 
lieved it and made offerings to 
their gods in recognition of their 
b elief that man could possess prop­ 
erty and succeed in material things 
only as the gods b lessed him with 
their favor. 
If crops were good, the 
go d s 
were kind. If spoils were taken 
in war, the gods fought with the 
victors. 
We are told that the first two 
children of Adam and Eve made 
offerings of their possessions in 
recognition of Divine Blessing and 
tithed. Isaac made offerings unto 
God. Cunning, b argain-hunting Jac­ 
ob , when he thought he was in a 
tight place once, promised to give 
God a tenth of his possessions if 
the Lord would only b less him and 
b ring him home in safety. 
I imagine that any one of us 
would b e glad to promise to give 
God a tenth of our income if we 
could b e assured that God would 
make us rich, give us independ­ 
ence in property and insure our 
peace and comfort the b alance of 
our days. 
But such a proposition has noth­ 
ing to do with stewardship. 
The doctrine of Christian stew­ 
ardship contends that all we have 
comes from God, that it still b e­ 
longs to Him, that it is given to 
us merely in trust, that the ab ility 
from God, and that He expects— 
yes, demands—that we give an ac­ 
counting of our stewardship to 
Him. 
Note that I have used the word 
stewardship instead of possession, 
b ecause that is exactly what the 
Christian considers it. He does 
claim to own anything. He b elieves 
that God owns it all and man is 
merely the steward. 
Stewardship does not mean out-

It should b e rememb ered that 
the servant who failed to invest 
his master’s money—to use proper­ 
ly his talent—was condemned.

The doctrine of thrift and the 
•doctrine of accounting to God pre­ 
vailed among God’s people b efore 
the Christian era and are part of 
the doctrine Christ gave His dis- 
I ciples and gives to you and me.

Our talents include possessions 
that are more valuab le and more 
necessary than material things, 
and God wants and needs part of 
them.

Crimson Clover Acreage

Imp rov ed reseeding ty p es of 
crimson clov er hav e g iv en a 
boost to southern ag riculture. 
For m any y ears common crim ­ 
son clov er has been g rown in 
the Southern and Middle E ast­ 
ern ^States and has p roduced 
larg e y ields of forag e and seed, 
esp ecially on less fertile and 
sandy soils. But it was often dif­ 
ficult to 
obtain 
g ood 
stands. 
Droug ht in summer and early 
fall often caused a comp lete loss 
of 
the 
seedling s. 
Volunteer 
stands could not surv iv e these 
hot, dry p eriods. 
^ 
This has been ov ercome by 
the dev elop ment of hard-seeded 
strains which do not g erminate 
as early in the sum m er as or­ 
dinary crimson clov er and are 
therefore dep endable for reseed­ 
ing . Those of which certified seed 
is now av ailable are Dix ie, Au­ 
burn, Autaug a and Talladeg a, 
more than half of which is Au­ 
taug a. 
The reseeding v arieties hav e 
no distinct sup eriority to com­ 
mon crimson ex cep t in the re­ 
seeding 
habit 
which 
enables 
them to reestablish stands y ear 
after y ear with natural reseed­ 
ing . For sing le crop use or for 
p lowing under for soil imp rov e­ 
ment, the common strain is still 
satisfactory . 
Dix ie is the oldest of the re ­ 
seeding v arieties, introduced 15 
y ears ago. Auburn, Autaug a and 


Talladeg a are of more recent in­ 
troduction. The Dix ie and Au­ 
burn are a few day s earlier, but 
the outstanding difference be­ 
tween all of them and the com­ 
mon strain is their reseeding abil­ 
ity . 
Since the seed of these v ari­ 
eties looks like the seed of com­ 
mon, it is necessary to obtain 
certified seed from y our seed 
sup p lier to be sure of g etting a 
reseeding ty p e. 
About one fifth of the 19 52 total 
p roduction of 27 million p ounds 
was certified seed of the 4 re­ 
seeding v arieties. The total Unit­ 
ed States p rewar (19 39 -41) use of 
crimson clov er was about one- 
fourth of the p resent annual seed­ 
ing . 
The use of adap ted v arieties 
has p robably more than doubled 
the acreag e of adap ted crimson 
clov er in recent y ears, esp ecial­ 
ly on wTell-drained soils in the 
more Southern states where the 
reseeding habit is p articularly 
v aluable. Stands can now be ob­ 
tained on the sandy coastal p lains 
formerly reg arded as unsuitable 
for this crop . 
Combinations 
of 
c r i m s o n 
clov er with small g rains and 
summer leg umes such as sericea 
lesp edeza are p rov ing v ery suc­ 
cessful for liv estock g razing . Con­ 
sult y our county ag ent and seed 
sup p lier as to the v ariety to use 
in y our locality and the source 
of seed.

Newsmen Told ‘All the 
Facts’ W ill be Given 
In Speech M onday 


NEW YORK UP — E x-President 
Truman said today he will make

“ all-out 
broadcast"

The broadcast will “tell all the 
facts.” Truman told newsmen In 
the lobby of the Waldorf Towers 
as he prepared to leave to board 
a train for his home in Independ­ 
ence.

“The Day Of Resurrection” 


This grand old Easter hymn is 
sung at all seasons of the year by 
c h o r i s t e r s and congregations 
throughout the Christian world. 
Written by John of Damascus, a 
monk who lived 12 centuries ago 
in the ancient monastery of Mara 
Saba which stood on a towering 
cliff high above the River Kedron, 
in Judea, it is one of the oldest 
hymns of Christendom. 
John of Damascus has been-call- 
ed the greatest poet of the Greek 
church and his book, “Doctrines 
Of The Orthodox Church,” is still 
widely read. His most famous lit­ 
erary work, however, was the pop­ 
ular Easter canon from which Dr. 
John Mason Neale brilliant Eng­ 
lish clergyman and author, made 
the 
translation 
now 
sung 
in 
Protestant churches everywhere. 


The Greek church also uses “The 
Day Of Resurrection” in its ori­ 
ginal form in its Easter services. A 
visitor who once attended Easter 
day worship in Athens gave a 
vivid description of the Greek 
service. He wrote: 
“As midnight approached, the 
archbishop with his priests, ac­ 
companied by the king and queen, 
left 
the 
church 
and 
stationed 
themselves on the platform which 
was raised considerably from the 
ground—so that they were dis­ 
tinctly seen by the people. “Sud­ 
denly, a single report from a can­ 
non announced that twelve o’clock 
had struck, and the Easter day 
had begun. Then, the old arch­ 
bishop elevated the cross and ex­ 
claimed in a loud, exalted tone: 
‘Christos anesti’. And instantly ev­ 
ery single individual of all that 
host took up the cry . . with a 


shout, ‘Christ is risen! Christ is 
risen!’ 


“At the same moment, the im­ 
pressive darkness was succeeded 
by a blaze of light from thousands 
of tapers. . Everywhere men clasp­ 
ed each other’s hands and congrat­ 
ulated one another and embraced 
with countenances beaming with 
delight, as though to each one 
separately some wonderful happi­ 
ness had been proclaimed; and so 
in truth it was. 
“And all the while, rising above 
the mingling of many sounds, each 
one of which was a sound of glad­ 
ness, the aged priests were dis­ 
tinctly heard chanting forth this 
glorious old hymn of victory in 
tones so loud and clear that they 
seemed to have regained their 
youth to tell the world that Christ 
is risen from the dead.”

CHANGES FOR THE BETTER 
By Leonard Hall 
Missouri is blessed with a wealth 
of natural resources which have 
contributed throughout the years 
to her greatness. There are the 
rolling prairies where once roam­ 
ed bands of deer and buffalo in 
the shoulder-high blue-stern grass 
and where now fat cattle graze 
fields of golden grain. There are 
the alluvial lands of our great river 
valleys, once largely coverd with 
stands of big hardwood timber, 
where today the broad, dark green 
leaves of hybrid corn rustle in the 
summer wind. There is the old 
Mississiopi flood plain, down in our 
“ Boot Heel” counties which was 
once a land of swamps and cy­ 
press where wildfowl concentrated 
in countless numbers and the bob­ 
cat, racoon and little black bear 
roamed almost unmolested, but 
which today is one of the great 
cotton, corn and soybean prod- 
ducers of the nation. And there are 
rugged, forest covered hills of the 
Ozark country, with their network 
of springfed streams, flowing clear 
as crystal down every deep valley. 
One might think that the Ozarks 
was the one area of Missouri that 
had remained practically unchan­ 
ged throughout the years. To all 
appearances, forests still cover the 
rocky, rugged hillsides. Yet actual- 
there has been a vast change in the 
character of this countryside. 
Early settlers found expanses of 
tall pine trees of great age and 
size. Some limestone valleys, wat­ 
ered by many springs, resembled 
high prairie lands where the blue- 
stern grass furnished ample for­ 
age for the larger form of wild­ 
life. And much of the oak forest 
was open and park-like, with big 
trees widely spaced and the gras­ 
ses growing between them Even 
in my time I have heard old men 
tell of the days when you start 
out from Potosi and ride a horse 
through the forest to the Arkansas 
Line without ever bothering about 
a road. Today in 90 per cent of 
the Ozark country, scrub oak and 
brush would stop you on such a 
journey before you’d gone a mile. 
There was little though in the 
early days that timber supplies 
might ever be exhausted on our 
continent—and little knowledge of 
the selective cutting which is a 
common practice with all good lum­ 
ber operators today. So for many 
years the Ozark landscape changed 
rapidly and the change was almost 
always for the worse. Scrub replace 
good Umber, livestock overgrazed 


the skinned-off forest range, cler- 
ed fields were put to plow to make 
steep hillside farms that soon wash 
t'd away down to the rocky subsoil. 
Today these things are rapidly 
changing—and this time for the 
reading “ The Missouri Log,” an­ 
nual publication of the Forestry 
School at the University of Miss 
Its contents give a vivid picture 
of this new era in land management 
There is the story of Missouri’s 
“ Tree Farm Number Two” down 
in Bellinger County, where owner 
A. E. Jam es is building for a fut­ 
ure timber supply on 3300 acres of 
formerly cut-over and unproductive 
land. In another article. Exten­ 
sion Forester McCormik tells in 
considerable detail how the forest­ 
ry program of the Extension Ser­ 
vice has develooed rapidly to help 
the small woodland owner to do a 
good job of producing, managing 
and ulilizing forest crops. 
There is the story of our good 
friend Jim Horton, whose 400-acre 
farm in Ste. Genevieve county has 
300 acres on which the income is 
derived from forest crops. This 
land was homesteaded by Jim ’s 
father back in 1855 and the fact 
that this man was also a good for­ 
ester is amply indicated by one 
tract of virgin pine that has been 
standing for 140 years. The Horton 
forest is managed with real love 
and an understanding of its aesth­ 
etic value, yet produces a steady 
income, as well. All in all, credit 
for new forest era must be dis- 
trubuted between such priveate o 
ers as Jimllorton, the big timber- 
operators who are managing their 
and conservatively and wisely, our 
natinal Foest Service on the Clark 
and Mark Twain Forests, the Ex­ 
tension Servie, the Forestry Div­ 
ision of the Conservation Com­ 
mission and the School of Forest­ 
ry at our university. Our Ozark for­ 
ests today are big business—and 
a big asset to the state and nation.

GOOD STEWARDS

In discussing the question of 
stewardship, our thoughts at once 
center on the relationship of stew­ 
ardship to money, to property, to 
material possessions. 
Hence, we are justified in ask­ 
ing, “ What is God’s will concern­ 
ing man’s attitude toward posses­ 
sions or material wealth?” 
The human race has from the 
very’ beginning recognized the fact 
that all material wealth comes as 
a gift from a Supreme Being—that 
mankind holds property only by 
permission of some Higher Power. 
) 
Every human being the world 
over recognizes that fact, and you 
are safe in believing it even though 
something that looks like a human 
should stand up and deny it. 
The ancient heathen races be­ 
lieved it and made offerings to 
! their gods in recognition of their 
belief that man could possess prop­ 
erty and succeed in material things 
only as the gods blessed him with 
their favor. 
If crops were good, the g o d s 
were kind. If spoils were taken 
in war, the gods fought with the 
victors. 
We are told that the first two 
children of Adam and Eve made 
offerings of their possessions in 
recognition of Divine Blessing and 
tithed. Isaac made offerings unto 
God. Cunning, bargain-hurting Ja c ­ 
ob. when he thought he was in a 
tight place once, promised to give 
God a tenth of his possessions if 
the Lord would only bless him and 
bring him home in safety. 
I imagine that any one of us 
would be glad to promise to give 
God a tenth of our income if we 
could be assured that God would 
make us rich, give us independ­ 
ence in property and insure our 
peace and comfort the balance of 
our days.

It should be remembered that 
the servant who failt'd to invest 
his master’s money—to use proper­ 
ly his talent—was condemned. 
The doctrine of thrift and the 
doctrine of accounting to God pre­ 
vailed among God’s people before 
the Christian era and are part of 
the doctrine Christ gave His dis­ 
ciples and gives to you and me. 
Our talents include possessions 
that are more valuable and more 
necessary than material things, 
and God wants and needs part of 
them. 
I refer to our time, our interests, 
our prayers, our thoughts, our very 
lives—they all belong to God and 
He needs all of them and all of 
us and has bought us with a price 
—the price of His dear Son on 
Calvary’s cross. 
Life has no impossible tasks and 
death no terrors for those whose 
material possession, whose inter­ 
ests, whose time, whose prayers, 
whose very evistence have been so 
used, so administered that they 
have won an inheritance that is 
incorruptible, undefiled and that 
fadeth not away.

‘‘The Day Of Resurrection” 


This grand old Easter hymn is 
sung at all seasons of the year by 
c h o r i s t e r s and congregations 
throughout the Christian world. 
Written by John of Damascus, a 
monk who lived 12 centuries ago 
in the ancient monastery of Mara 
Saba which stood on a towering 
cliff high above the River Kedron, 
in Judea, it is one of the oldest 
hymns of Christendom. 
John of Damascus has been call- 
ed the greatest poet of the Greek 
church and his book, “Doctrines 
Of The Orthodox Church,” is still 
widely read. His most famous lit­ 
erary work, however, was the pop­ 
ular Easter canon from which Dr. 
John Mason Neale brilliant Eng­ 
lish clergyman and author, made 
the 
translation 
now 
sung 
in 
Protestant churches everywhere. 


The Greek church also uses “The J 
Day Of Resurrection” in its ori­ 
ginal form in its Easter services. A 
visitor who once attended Easter 
day worship in Athens gave a 
vivid description of the Greek, 
service. He wTote: 
“As midnight approached, the 
archbishop with his priests, ac- 
companied by the king and queen, 
left the 
church 
and 
stationed 
themselves on the platform which 
was raised considerably from the 
ground—so that they were dis­ 
tinctly seen by the people. “Sud­ 
denly, a single report from a can­ 
non announced that twelve o’clock 
had struck, and the Easter day 
had begun. Then, the old arch­ 
bishop elevated the cross and ex­ 
claimed in a loud, exalted tone: 
‘Christos anesti’. And instantly ev­ 
ery single individual of all that 
host took up the cry . . with a 


shout, ‘Christ is risen! Christ is 
risen!’ 


“At the same moment, the im­ 
pressive darkness was succeeded 
by a blaze of light from thousands 
of tapers. . Everywhere men clasp­ 
ed each other’s hands and congrat­ 
ulated one another and embraced 
with countenances beaming with 
delight, as though to each one 
separately some wonderful happi­ 
ness had been proclaimed; and so 
in truth it was. 
“And all the while, rising above 
the mingling of many sounds, each 
one of which was a sound of glad­ 
ness, the aged priests were dis­ 
tinctly heard chanting forth this 
glorious old hymn of victory in 
tones so loud and clear that they 
seemed to have regained their 
youth to tell the world that Christ 
is risen from the dead.”

In The Ozarks 
Changes For The Better 
Route I Morley Man Brings 


Possum Trot Farm 
CHANGES FOR THE BETTER 
By Leonard Hall 
Missouri is blessed with a wealth 
of natural resources which have 
contributed throughout the years 
to her greatness. There are the 
rolling prairies where once roam­ 
ed bands of deer and buffalo in 
the shoulder-high blue-stem grass 
and where now fat cattle graze 
fields of golden grain. There are 
the alluvial lands of our great river 
valleys, once largely coverd with 
stands of big hardwood timber, 
where today the broad, dark green 
leaves of hybrid corn rustle in the 
summer wind. There is the old 
Mississippi flood plain, down in our 
“Boot Heel” counties which was 
once a land of swamps and cy­ 
press where wildfowl concentrated 
in countless numbers and the bob­ 
cat, racoon and little black bear 
roamed almost unmolested, but 
which today is one of the great 
cotton, corn and soybean prod- 
ducers of the nation. And there are 
rugged, forest covered hills of the 
Ozark country, with their network 
of springfed streams, flowing clear 
as crystal down every deep valley. 
One might think that the Ozarks 
was the one area of Missouri that 
had remained practically unchan­ 
ged throughout the years. To all 
appearances, forests still cover the 
rocky, rugged hillsides. Yet actual- 
there has been a vast change in the 
character of this countryside. 
Early settlers found expanses of 
tall pine trees of great age and 
size. Some limestone valleys, wat­ 
ered by many springs, resembled 
high prairie lands where the blue­ 
stem grass furnished ample for­ 
age for the larger form of wild­ 
life. And much of the oak forest 
was open and park-like, with big 
trees widely spaced and the gras­ 
ses growing between them. Even 
in my time I have heard old men 
tell of the days when you start 
out from Potosi and ride a horse 
through the forest to the Arkansas 
Line without ever bothering about 
a road. Today in 90 per cent of 
the Ozark country, scrub oak and 
brush would stop you en such a 
journey before you’d gone a mile. 
There was little though in the 
early days that timber supplies 
might ever be exhausted on our 
continent—and little knowledge of 
the selective cutting which is a 
common practice with all good lum­ 
ber operators today. So for many 
years the Ozark landscape changed 
rapidly and the change was almost 
always for the worse. Scrub replace 
good Umber, livestock overgrazed 


the skinned-off forest range, tier­ 
ed fields were put to plow to make 
steep hillside farms that soon wash 
ed away down to the rocky subsoil. 
Today these things are rapidly 
changing—and this time for the 
reading ‘‘The Missouri Log,” an­ 
nual publication of the Forestry 
School at the University of Miss 
Its contents give a vivid picture 
of this new’ era in land management 
There is the story of Missouri’s 
“Tree Farm Number Two” down 
in BoJlinger County, where owner 
A. E. James is building for a fut­ 
ure timber supply on 3300 acres of 
formerly cut-over and unproducUve 
land. In another article. Exten­ 
sion Forester McCormik tells in 
considerable detail how the forest­ 
ry program of the Extension Ser­ 
vice has develooed rapidly to help 
the small woodland owner to do a 
good job of producing, managing 
and ulilizing forest crops. 
There is the story of our good 
friend Jim Horton, whose 400-acre 
farm in Ste. Genevieve county has 
300 acres on which the income is 
derived from forest crops. This 
land was homesteaded by Jim ’s 
father back in 1855 and the fact 
that this man was also a good for­ 
ester is amply indicated by one 
tract of virgin pine that has been 
standing for 140 years. The Horton 
forest-is managed with real love 
and an understanding of its aesth­ 
etic value, yet produces a steady 
income, as w'ell. All in all, credit 
for new’ forest era must be dis­ 
tru ste d between such priveate o 
ers as JimHorton, the big timber- 
operators who are managing their 
and conservatively and wisely, our 
natinal Foest Service on the Clark 
and Mark Twain Forests, the Ex­ 
tension Servie, the Forestry Div­ 
ision of the Conservation Com­ 
mission and the School of Forest­ 
ry at our university. Our Ozark for­ 
ests today are big business—and 
a big asset to the state and nation. 


Some 4.500.000 men. women and 
children last year visited three in­ 
teresting and educational perman­ 
ent exhibits of General Motors.

GOOD STEWARDS 
OF GOD’ GIFTS 
By Clint H. Denman 
In discussing the question of 
stewardship, our thoughts at once 
center on the relationship of stew­ 
ardship to money, to property, to 
material possessions. 
Hence, we are justified in ask­ 
ing, “What is God’s will concern­ 
ing man’s attitude toward posses­ 
sions or material wealth?” 
The human race has from the 
very beginning recognized the fact 
that all material wealth comes as 
a gift from a Supreme Being—that 
mankind holds property only by 
permission of some Higher Power. 
Every human being the world 
over recognizes that fact, and you 
are safe in believing it even though 
something that looks like a human 
should stand up and deny it. 
The ancient heathen races be­ 
lieved it and made offerings to 
! their gods in recognition of their 
belief that man could possess prop­ 
erty and succeed in material things 
only as the gods blessed him with 
their favor. 
If crops were good, the g o d s 
were kind. If spoils were taken 
in war, the gods fought with the 
victors. 
We are told that the first two 
children of Adam and Eve made 
offerings of their possessions in 
recognition of Divine Blessing and 
tithed. Isaac made offerings unto 
God. Cunning, bargain-hunting Jac­ 
ob. when he thought he wras in a 
tight place once, promised to give 
God a tenth of his possessions if 
the Lord would only bless him and 
bring him home in safety. 
I imagine that any one of us 
would be glad to promise to give 
God a tenth of our income if wfe 
could be assured that God would 
make us rich, give us independ­ 
ence in property and insure our 
peace and comfort the balance of 
our days. 
But such a proposition has noth­ 
ing to do with stewardship. 
The doctrine of Christian stew­ 
ardship contends that all we have 
comes from God. that it still be­ 
longs to Him. that it is given to 
us merely in trust, that the ability 
from God. and that He expects— 
yes, demands—that we give an ac­ 
counting of our stewardship to 
Him. 
Note that I have used the word 
stewardship instead of possession, 
because that is exactly what the 
Christian considers it. 
He does 
claim to own anything He believes 
that God owns it all and man is 
merely the steward. 
Stewardship does not mean out*

right ownership or 
possession. It 
means administration in trust, and 
includes the right of the real own­ 
er—God—to expect and demand an 
accounting. 
Read the laws given the Children 
of Israel by Moses as revealed to 
him by the Almighty. They plainly 
state, for instance in the 8th chap­ 
ter of Deuteronomy, that God gives 
to have possessions, and God de­ 
mands an accounting. 
In the parable of Jesus concern­ 
ing the talents, the servants to 
whom the master entrusted the tal­ 
ents were held responsible for the 
use of those talents. 
Not only has God demanded a 
proper use of the wealth and pos­ 
sessions entrusted to us, but He 
also expects us to return a part 
of their increase to Him and to 
His cause. 
It should be remembered that 
the servant who failed to invest 
his master’s money—to use proper­ 
ly his talent—was condemned. 
The doctrine of thrift and the 
doctrine of accounting to God pre­ 
vailed among God’s people before 
the Christian era and are part of 
the doctrine Christ gave His dis­ 
ciples and gives to you and me. 
Our talents include possessions 
that are more valuable and more 
| necessary than material things, 
and God wants and needs part of 
them. 
I refer to our time, our interests, 
our prayers, our thoughts, our very 
lives—they all belong to God and 
He needs all of them and all of 
us and has bought us with a price 
—the price of His dear Son on 
Calvary's cross. 
Life has no impossible tasks and 
death no terrors for those whose 
material possession, whose inter­ 
ests, whose time, whose prayers, 
whose very evistence have been so 
used, so administered that they 
have won an inheritance that is 
incorruptible, undefiled and that 
fadeth not away.

Reseeding Strains Expand 
Crimson Clover Acreage 


U.S.D .A . 
Crimson clover: Spring’ stand of Dixie reseeding crimson clover 
on left, and common strain with poor stand 011 right.

Improved reseeding types of 
crimson clover have given 
a 
boost to southern agriculture. 
For many years common crim­ 
son clover has been grown in 
the Southern and Middle East­ 
ern ^States 
an<j has 
produced 
large yields of forage and seed, 
especially on less 
fertile and 
sandy soils. But it was often dif­ 
ficult 
to 
obtain 
good 
stands. 
Drought in summer and early 
fall often caused a complete loss 
of 
the 
seedlings. 
Vofunieer 
stands could not survive these 
hot, dry periods. 
- 
This has been overcome by 
the development of hard-seeded 
strains which do not germinate 
as early in the summer as or­ 
dinary crimson clover and are 
therefohe dependable for reseed­ 
ing. Those of which certified seed 
is now available are Dixie, Au­ 
burn, Autauga and Talladega, 
more than half of which is Au­ 
tauga. 
The reseeding varieties have 
no distinct superiority to com­ 
mon crimson except in the re­ 
seeding 
habit 
which 
enables 
them to reestablish stands year 
after year with natural reseed­ 
ing. For single crop use or for 
plowing under for soil improve­ 
ment, the common strain is still 
satisfactory. 
Dixie is the oldest of the re­ 
seeding varieties, introduced 15 
years a g o . Auburn, Autauga and 


Talladega are of more recent in­ 
troduction. The Dixie and Au­ 
burn are a few days earlier, but 
the outstanding difference be­ 
tween all of them and the com­ 
mon strain is their reseeding abil­ 
ity. 
Since the seed of these vari­ 
eties looks like the seed of com­ 
mon, it is necessary to obtain 
certified seed from your seed 
supplier to be sure of getting a 
reseeding type. 
About one fifth of the 1952 total 
production of 27 million pounds 
was certified seed of the 4 re­ 
seeding varieties. The total Unit­ 
ed States prewar <1939-41) use of 
crimson clover w a s about one- 
fourth of the present a n n u a l seed­ 
ing. 
The use of adapted varieties 
has probably more than doubled 
the acreage of adapted crimson 
clover in recent years, especial­ 
ly on well-drained soils in the 
more Southern states where the 
reseeding habit is particularly 
valuable. Stands can now be ob­ 
tained on the sandy coastal plains 
formerly regarded as unsuitable 
for this crop. 
Combinations 
of 
c r i m s o n 
clover with small grains and 
summer legumes such as sericea 
lespedeza are proving very suc­ 
cessful for livestock grazing. Con­ 
sult your county agent and seed 
supplier as to the variety to use 
in your locality and the source 
of seed.

Reseeding Strains Expand 
Crimson Clover Acreage

Improved reseeding types of 
crimson clover have given a 
boost to southern agriculture. 
For many years common crim ­ 
son clover has been grown in 
the Southern and Middle E ast­ 
ern «6tates and has produced 
large yields of forage auh seed, 
especially on less fertile and 
sandy soils. But it was often dif­ 
ficult to 
obtain good 
stands. 
Drought in sum m er and early 
fall often caused a complete loss 
of 
the 
seedlings. 
Volunteer 
stands could not survive these 
hot, dry periods. 
This has been overcome by 
the development of hard-seeded 
strains which do not germinate 
as early in the summ er as or­ 
dinary crimson clover and are 
therefore dependable for reseed­ 
ing. Those of w?hich certified seed 
is now available are Dixie, Au­ 
burn, Autauga and Talladega, 
more than half of which is Au­ 
tauga. 
The reseeding varieties have 
no distinct superiority to com­ 
mon crimson except in the re­ 
seeding 
habit 
which 
enables 
them to reestablish stands year 
after year with natural reseed­ 
ing. For single crop use or for 
plowing under for soil improve­ 
ment, the common strain is still 
satisfactory. 
Dixie is the oldest of the re ­ 
seeding varieties, introduced 15 
y e a rs ago. Auburn, Autauga and 


Talladega are of more recent in­ 
troduction, The Dixie and Au­ 
burn are a few’ days earlier, but 
the outstanding difference be­ 
tween all of them and the com­ 
mon strain is their reseeding abil­ 
ity. 
Since the seed of these vari­ 
eties looks like the seed of com­ 
mon, it is necessary to obtain 
certified seed from your seed 
supplier to be sure of getting a 
reseeding type. 
About one fifth of the 1952 total 
production of 27 million pounds 
was certified seed of the 4 re­ 
seeding varieties. The total Unit­ 
ed States prewar (1939-41) use of 
crimson clover was .about one- 
fourth of the present annual seed­ 
ing. 
The use of adapted varieties 
has probably more than doubled 
the acreage of adapted crimson 
clover in recent years, especial­ 
ly on well-drained soils in the 
more Southern states where the 
reseeding habit is particularly 
valuable. Stands can now be ob­ 
tained on the sandy coastal plains 
formerly regarded as unsuitable 
for this crop. 
Combinations 
of 
c r i m s o n 
clover with small grains and 
sum m er legumes such as sericea 
lespedeza are proving very suc­ 
cessful for livestock grazing. Con­ 
sult your county agent and seed 
supplier as to the variety to use 
in your locality and the source 
of seed.
